COUNCIL chiefs are expected to 
snub calls to retain an historic 
building, choosing instead to press 
forward with plans to pull it down. 

Medway Council bosses will meet tomorrow 
to discuss the fate of the Edwardian Aveling 
and Porter building, which overlooks Strood 
waterfront. 

The Save Britain’s Heritage pressure group, 
City of Rochester Society and local campaigners 
have all been involved in the fight to protect the 
former industrial warehouse from demolition. 

A petition calling for the building to be 
spared has also been signed by more than 
1,000 supporters. 

But council moneymen have seemingly 
prioritised the Strood site’s financial value

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Quick guilty of

in laundering 
drugs money

A MILLIONAIRE money- 
launderer has been sen- 
tenced to seven-and-a-half 
years in jail after admitting 
his role in a drug-linked 
criminal gang. 

Darren Quick, 438, previously of 
Oldfield Drive, Wouldham, pleaded 
guilty to three charges of possessing 
criminal property, transferring crimi- 
nal money and laundering money. 

He was sentenced at Maidstone 
Crown Court on Wednesday last week. 

The court heard Quick played a 
“pivotal part” in the money launder- 
ing racket and had notched up per- 
sonal profits in the region of £2 mil- 
lion, with available assets of about 
£350,000. Full investigations into his 
finances are ongoing. 

Quick was arrested with fellow 
criminals Norrie Hyde, 40, from 
Sittingbourne, and Stephen Jarrett, 
25, from Maidstone, in a pub car park 
in Maidstone in December, last year, 
after police witnessed suspicious 
activity. 

Quick’s grey Mondeo, Jarrett’s blue 
Mondeo and Hyde’s Mercedes Vito 
van were then searched. 

Officers found a blue box contain- 
ing £126,070 and a bag containing 
£66,960 in Quick’s vehicle. 

Jarrett was carrying £4,000 in cash 
and two mobile phones, while Hyde 
had £300. 

The money seized from the defen- 
dants showed high traces of class A 
drugs, linking their crimes with drug

dealing. 

Subsequent searches of the men’s 
addresses showed a wealthy lifestyle, 
with two BMW cars on Quick’s drive- 
way alone. 

Judge Caddick QC said: “The pro- 
ceeds of the sale of drugs — which 
include cocaine — mean only custodi- 
al sentences can be justified. 

“Money laundering is serious in its 
effect if connected to the supply of 
class A drugs and is only second 
behind the supply and sale of drugs. 

“Without your services, dealing 
drugs would be less fruitful.” 

Proceeds of Crime Act proceedings 
are under way. 

To date, Kent Police have seized 
more than £320,000 in cash and 
assets in the region of £2 million.

The proposal would see a potting 
shed, tool store and four greenhouses 
built at the young offenders’ institute, 
alongside a larger single building 
housing a classroom, office, staff rest- 
room and changing facilities. 

The submission reads: “With the 
current high number of inmates, 
there is a greater than ever need for 
useful, productive employment cou- 
pled with recognised accredited train- 
ing in horticulture.”

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A MARRIED man’s quick kiss with 
his illicit lover led to the death of his 
two-year-old daughter, an inquest 
has heard. 

Toddler Rebecca Hopper died after the double 
buggy carrying her and baby brother Lewis 
was blown into the ice-cold water off Folkestone 
seafront. 

Dad Andrew Hopper, from Chatham, said he 
let go of the buggy during his embrace with 
BAe Systems co-worker Paula Anderson. 

A statement from the dad-of-three was read 
out at the Ashford Magistrates Court hearing. 

It read: “We kissed momentarily — I let go of 
the buggy and seconds into that kiss we heard 
a plop. 

“Tt was like someone throwing a stone into 
the water. We broke from the kiss and thought, 
what was that?” 

Recording a verdict of accidental death, coro- 
ner Rachel Redman described how the 38-year- 
old stopped to kiss his mistress. 

She said: “They were aware subsequently of 
the sound of something entering the water 
which they, to their horror, discovered was the 
buggy. 

“Rebecca tragically lost her life as the result 
of falling into the water.” 

The inquest heard how the couple dived into 
the cold swell on February 15 this year to res- 
cue the little girl, who was strapped into her 
buggy next to her eight-month-old brother 
Lewis.

Miss Anderson, 38, described the dramatic 
rescue bid and told how she tried to fish out 
Rebecca while Mr Hopper tried to unstrap 
Lewis. 

She said: “It was a horrible realisation that 
the buggy went over the edge. 

“Andrew jumped in first and when I realised 
there was no way to get the buggy and children 
out, I jumped in as well. 

“Andrew went for Lewis and I grabbed Becca. 

“We struggled in the water. “It was very cold 
— it was very deep as well. 

“I tried to keep her above the water as best I 
could.” 


Airlifted 


Rebecca was airlifted to a specialist unit at 
the Royal London Hospital in Whitechapel, but 
she was declared dead two hours later. 

Lewis was taken to the William Harvey 
Hospital in Ashford, where he made a full 
recovery. 

Mother Sarah Hopper, 35, a beautician from 
Chatham, had not known about her husband’s 
affair before that day. 

A statement read out on her behalf after 
Thursday’s hearing read: “Rebecca was my 
beautiful baby girl, and her brothers and I miss 
her every second of every day. 

“While today’s decision will help us take the 
next step in our recovery, the accident which 
took my little girl’s life could so easily have been 
avoided. 

“Rebecca will never be forgotten and I intend 
to make sure my two boys will always know 
how important she was in our lives.” 

The Crown Prosecution Service found no 
criminal offences to be prosecuted.

“We think by demolishing the 
A&P building they are showing an 
appalling lack of care for the build- 
ing, one of relatively few buildings 
of architectural merit in Strood.” 

Cllr Stephen Hubbard added: 
“The council is money-driven, with 
little care to heritage. To fund the 
cost of the council’s move to the 
Gun Wharf headquarters the Tory 
leadership intends to maximise 
capital receipts from the sale of 
Strood’s Civic Centre. 

“This will only be achieved by 
demolishing all the buildings on 
the site — at the expense of Strood’s 
industrial heritage.” 

The building was built in 1906 as 
the headquarters of Aveling and 
Porter, manufacturers of agricul- 
tural engines. 

The firm constructed its first 
steam engine in 1861 and went on 
to become the world’s leading pro- 
ducer of steam rollers. 


EDUCATION bosses have decided 
to close St John’s Primary School, 
despite strong opposition from staff, 
parents and pupils. 

Medway Council’s cabinet met last 
week and once again agreed to press 
ahead with plans to shut the 
Chatham primary school. 

Their decision came two weeks 
after the council’s own schools scruti- 
ny committee urged them to recon- 
sider their original proposal. 

The school looks certain to close in 
August next year, along with Ridge 
Meadow School. 

Opposition councillors, who were 
hoping for an 11th hour reprieve — 
such as was given to St Peter’s 
School — were left seething at the 
outcome. 

Liberal Democrat councillor Cathy 
Sutton said: “This is a disgrace. 
Despite thousands of people telling 
them not to, the Tories have ignored 
all local wishes. 

“Clearly the Tories have not 
changed. Whenever they win elec- 
tions they want to cut services. The 


leopard has not changed its spots.” 

Labour’s children’s services boss 
Bill Esterson added: “Exactly the 
same arguments apply to St John’s 
as to St Peter's, the school that has 
been saved from closure, so how can 
they come to a different decision? 

“T know everyone at the school will 
be devastated, but we will continue 
to work with them and explore every 
option for St John’s.” 

Medway Council’s children’s serv- 
ices boss Les Wicks defended the 
decision, saying: “Making these 
changes to our schools is a sensitive 
matter and all the available infor- 
mation has been carefully consid- 
ered in reaching a decision to close 
St John’s Infant School. 

“Medway has to address unfilled 
places in its schools and ensure that 
all children continue to receive the 
best educational opportunities and 
the best use of resources, and this is 
why the decision has been made. 

“Where parents and children are 
affected by this decision, full support 
will be given by my officers.”

A NEW mum died as a result of 
“sross failures” by Medway 
Maritime Hospital staff, a coroner 


has ruled. 

Claire Joel, of Galleon Way, Upnor, passed 
away at the hospital in October of last year, 
five days after giving birth to a daughter. 

She was 28 years old. 

An inquest into Mrs Joel’s death was held at 
County Hall, Maidstone, last Wednesday. 

During the hearing it was revealed that Mrs 
Joel’s delivery was blighted by a number of 
hospital blunders. 

A thorough investigation into Mrs Joel’s 
treatment showed there was an unacceptable 
delay in inducing labour, failures to adminis- 
ter antibiotics before and after an emergency 
Caesarean Section was carried out and a fail- 
ure to put an appropriate care plan and ade- 
quate observations into place. 

Mrs Joel subsequently passed away from 
sepsis due to an infection of the genital tract. 

Coroner Roger Sykes said: “These amounted 
to gross failures to provide the basic treatment

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and care that her medical condition required 
and she died from natural causes contributed 
to by neglect.” 

Husband Mark has launched a clinical neg- 
ligence claim against Medway NHS Trust. 

A statement released by Mr Joel after the 
inquest read: “Today has been an extremely 
difficult day for my family and I. 

“The inquest and the documentation 
obtained by the coroner has provided some 
clarification of the reasons behind Claire’s 
death. 

“However, nothing will bring her back and 
our daughter will never experience the 
immense love and affection that Claire felt for 
her. 

“I can only hope that the hospital has learnt 
from the circumstances surrounding Claire’s 
death and that no other new family will have 
to go through what my family and I are cur- 
rently going through. 

“T have instructed JMW Solicitors to pursue 
a clinical negligence claim on behalf of my

daughter and myself. 

“As this is on-going I am unable to comment 
further on this.” 

A spokesman for Medway NHS Foundation 
Trust said: “The Trust’s sincerest sympathies 
remain with Mrs Joel’s family. 

“The Trust is committed to the highest stan- 
dards of care but it is apparent that the care 
received by Mrs Joel fell below the standards 
that the Trust would wish to provide, and for 
which the Trust apologises unreservedly. 

“Thorough investigations into Mrs Joel’s 
care have taken place by both the Trust and by 
invited external investigators. 

“As a result, the Trust has made changes to 
practices and procedures, which are being 
carefully monitored, to minimise the risk of 
this happening again.”

Unclear why E.on 
has switched off 


power plant plans 


ENERGY giant E.on has been 
accused of being economical with 
the truth over its shelving of 
plans for a new coal-fired power 
station at Kingsnorth. 


The German company announced on 
Thursday that a fall in the demand for elec- 
tricity in the recession had prompted its deci- 
sion to delay the proposed build for up to 
three years. 

This revelation came just hours after the 
firm hinted that the time it was taking the 
Government to decide on their application 
was likely to hamper its plans anyway. 

E.on’s official reason appeared all the more 
unlikely the following day when the energy 
regulator Ofgem announced that electricity 
bills could rise by 60 per cent during the next 
seven years. 


Bureaucracy 


Shadow energy and climate change secre- 
tary Greg Clark — who is also MP for 
Tunbridge Wells — said he thought the com- 
pany had changed tact so as to appear more 
diplomatic. 

He said: “The current economic climate is 
clearly not the most important factor here. 
The real reason is pretty clear — E.on does 
not have confidence in the current UK ener- 
gy policy, and that’s exactly what I’ve been 
saying for a long time. 

“The whole thing is mired in bureaucracy 
and no-one knows where they stand. I think 
there’s always a bit of diplomacy involved 
when it comes to big corporations nowadays, 
but if you asked them privately I’m sure they 
would agree.” 

Kingsnorth has been in the running to 
receive Government funding to develop a 
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carbon capture and storage (CCS) demon- 
stration plant, but a decision on which power 
station will win the competition has yet to be 
made. 

Just hours before announcing it was put- 
ting plans for a new Kingsnorth on hold, an 
E.on spokesman said: “We are committed to 
participating in the Government’s competi- 
tion and believe the development of 
Kingsnorth as part of a ‘Thames cluster’ of 
power stations remains an excellent opportu- 
nity for the South East to lead in a low-car- 
bon future.” 

E.on has received almost constant criticism 
from environmentalists since it first applied 
for permission to build the new Kingsnorth 
in December 2006. 

A number of demonstrations have taken 
place at the site as a result, the most notable 
of which occurred in August last year when 
hundreds of protestors clashed with police at 
the ten-day Climate Camp. 

Groups including Kingsnorth Climate 
Action Medway, Greenpeace and the World 
Development Movement were among those 
celebrating E.on’s latest announcement. 

While some admitted the battle had not 
quite been won, others were far more confi- 
dent that it had. 

Oxfam’s campaigns director Thomas 
Schultz-Jagow said: “We welcome E.on’s 
announcement, which ultimately means the 
end of new coal at Kingsnorth. 

“Tt is highly doubtful E.on would dare come 
back in three years’ time with plans that are 
out-dated even today.”

Clacton-on Sea and Newquay. It was great 
experience and proved to be a wonderful way 
of learning about the entertainment industry. 
I would host the ‘Glamorous Granny’ and 
‘Knobbly Knees’ competitions (very often the 
same person would win both’). 

When I was 24 I had my first break into tel- 
evision hosting a bizarre children’s show 
called Raise the Roof on BSB — an obscure 
channel which was the fore-runner to Sky. It 
proved to be a great way of learning how to be 
yourself in front of the camera. 

This led to the Disney Club on ITV and from 
there, I hosted shows like the BAFTA-nomi- 
nated Dear Mr Barker, the cult-classic Stash 
the Cash (‘cult? meaning it was rubbish but 
students liked it!), Don’t Try This at Home 
with Davina McCall and Wheel of Fortune. I 
eventually moved out of TV and started my 
own theatrical production company with my 
wife, Emily Wood. 


I understand you are looking for talented youngsters 
across Kent - what opportunities exist for them? 
Emily and I wanted to give the young peo- 
ple of Kent the chance to learn more about 
the entertainment industry so we have 
launched Star Performers Academy. The idea 
is that talented youngsters will be taught by 
top professionals — they will learn singing,

We 
would aim to improve their skills in all three 
areas. They don’t have to have experience but 
they will have to audition for a place as we do 
want to keep the standards high. 


Q" opportunities are out there for them? 


There are opportunities out there but it 
certainly helps if you have had the right 
training. I think everybody knows that show- 
business is a tough industry. I think you need 
four things to be successful... talent, drive, 
ambition and luck. 
The fifth thing (which can help the first four) 
is top quality training and that’s what we hope 
to provide at Star Performers Academy.

Frustrated sea anglers 


FISHERMEN have admitted 
defeat in their battle against 
planned EU legislation they claim 
could damage the recreational 
sea-angling industry. 

Kent's boat charter companies, tackle shops 
and other businesses fear financial ruin if 
they are forced to abide by the same strict 
quotas proposed for commercial fishermen. 

The European Anglers Alliance (EAA) — 
which includes the UK-based Angling Trust — 
has spent months attempting to convince the 
European Commission to delete Article 47 of 
the Common Fisheries Policy, but its appeals 


have fallen on deaf ears. 
Should the EU’s Council of Ministers

accept the policy later this year without 
acknowledging the alliance’s concerns, then 
sea anglers throughout Europe may find 
themselves having to count and record every- 
thing they catch. 

Those figures would then become part of 
the UK's fishing quota allowance. 

Angling Trust campaigner Leon Roskilly, 
from Rainham, said: “There are people in 
some countries who use large nets to catch 
fish, and we had hoped to get the commission 
to recognise the difference between that and 
recreational angling and bring in a more 
appropriate regulation. 

“Unfortunately, we've failed. It’s very frus-

trating because there are no great problems 
that need to be addressed with recreational 
sea angling. We’ve just been scooped up in it 
all. The commission doesn’t have the infor- 
mation or the data down to the level it needs 
to understand the vast differences in the fish- 
ing sectors.” 

Due to its failure to get Article 47 amended, 
the EAA has lodged an official objection and 
called for the Council of Ministers to delete it 
entirely. 

Among the reasons given are controlling 
recreational fisheries is not justified by any 
factual evidence, and that member states are 
not able to control tens of thousands of boats 
and millions of anglers. A decision could be 
made as early as next month, with the new 
policy introduced on January 1.

How officer helped young 


anmed robber 


As part of our behind-the-scenes look at the work of 
Kent Police, Jane Barlow speaks with former violent 
criminal Bobby Cummines, who has turned his life 
around. He talks about the positive work of our 
police force and how his own life has changed... 


HAVING spent his teenage years 
in a young offenders’ institution 
and 13 years in an adult prison you 
might not expect Bobby Cummines 


to be an advocate of the police. 

He was the youngest person in Britain to be 
convicted for possession of a sawn-off shotgun, 
he was locked up for a series of armed rob- 
beries and at one point was described by the 
national media as the country’s most danger- 
ous prisoner after taking a governor hostage. 

But a supporter of the police he is, after a 
conversation with a police officer resulted in 
him turning his life around. 

Today, Bobby runs a charity for reformed 
offenders in Snodland and is a House of 
Commons advisor on crime and prisons. He 
has been invited to a Buckingham Palace gar- 
den party and was at 10 Downing Street with 
the Open University, with whom he studied 
during his sentence, as it celebrated its 40th 
anniversary. 

Bobby said: “The officer who arrested me for 
the robberies said that I had a good brain and 
why didn’t I use it for business instead of 
crime. The judge had said a similar thing and 
I thought about it through my sentence. 

“I was in solitary confinement a lot of the 
time, so I read.” 

Bobby studied psychology, sociology, econom- 
ics, politics and housing, and went on to get a 
degree. He got a job with a housing association

and became a volunteer with the 
probation service. He married a prison 
librarian and a few years later had a 
daughter. 

But getting his first job, with a criminal 
record in tow, was not easy — which is why he 
helped set up the charity Unlock. 

He also teams up with Kent Police and 
youth workers to run sessions for youngsters 
to urge them not to get involved with crime. 

Kent Police officer PC Paul Richardson, a 
safer school partnership co-ordinator in 
Maidstone, said: “Bobby has helped with a 
course for children who were thought likely to 
become involved in crime. He talks about the 
damage a criminal record can have later in 


life. Preventing youngsters getting involved in 
trouble is beneficial to the whole community.” 

Bobby said: “I heard about police in Kent 
organising discos to get children off the streets 
and I thought if they can do something, so can 
I. But I didn’t know anything about kids.” 

However, it didn’t take long for him to get 
the hang of it and he is thrilled when teachers 
tell him that months after one of his talks 
pupils are still quoting his catch phrases — 
‘mugs take drugs’ and ‘fools carry tools’. 
Bobby also has regular involvement with his 

». two community police officers in 

Snodland. 
He said: “They come to me 
and say they have a kid 
who is going off the rails 
and have I got any 
ideas. The officers are 
part of the communi- 
ty. They get involved 
and they care. They 
find problems and 
they find solutions. 

“Here in Kent we 
have a police force we 
can be proud of. But peo- 
ple need to remember 
that crime isn’t a police 
problem, or a prison problem — 

it is a problem for society and to 
reduce it we need to work together.” 

Bobby is full of praise for Kent Police. 

He said: “They are pro-active in preventing 
crime. They get involved before there is a prob- 
lem, rather than picking up the pieces. 

‘Tm all for their neighbourhood policing. 
Community officers show people that they are 
human and approachable. When people see 
officers out and about on the streets it takes 
away the fear of crime.”

How come Kent Police cannot afford its own helicopter 
and we always have to use the Essex force's one? 

James Parnell, Westgate-on-Sea. 
In the past we have relied on a policy of assistance from 
other forces when we have needed to use a helicopter, but 
increasing costs and reduced availability meant we had to 
examine a new way of providing air support. 

To run our own service would cost at least £8 million to 
set up, and take two years before it was fully implemented. 
Working with Essex meant we could do this immediately 
and without having to put in a big initial investment. It has 
meant the use of the helicopter in Kent has increased by 700 
per cent compared to the previous arrangement. 


How many murders in the last ten years in Kent remain 
unsolved?

More than 93 per cent of murders that occurred in Kent in 
the past ten years have been solved. There are currently ten 
where, so far, no one has been successfully prosecuted. 


What is Kent Police's child protection policy and what 
lessons have Kent Police learned as a result of the Baby 
P case? 

Celia Wilkinson, Tunbridge Wells 
The key objective of our child protection policy is to safe- 
guard children and investigate child abuse and neglect. 

Lord Lamings report in 2003 into the tragic death of 
Victoria Climbie resulted in a number of significant changes 
in the way in which child abuse is managed. In April 2004 
Kent Police child abuse investigation units were re-struc- 
tured, staffing levels significantly increased and a substantial 
amount of money was invested. Last year Kent Police 
Authority added £750,000 to provide an increased number 
of officers to manage and monitor offenders. 

Child abuse investigation units within Kent Police are ded- 
icated solely to the role of investigating child abuse, and are 
run by highly trained investigators who are specialists in the 
field of identifying offences against children. The force has 
established a public protection unit, which is responsible for 
protecting vulnerable people. We also work closely with key 
partners and other agencies. In many cases it is only when 
information from a range of sources is put together that risk 
to children can be identified and assessed. 

Lord Laming§ latest report, following the death of Baby 
Peter, outlines 58 recommendations across all statutory 
agencies - 13 relate to the police service. In Kent we are in 
a strong position to take forward all the recommendations 
made. This is identified as a key priority.

score points with English fans 


ONE of football’s major annoy- 


ances is at it again. 

No he’s not a diver, a moaning manager and 
Tm pretty sure he doesn’t have a WAG who 
appears in the tabloid press every day. 

And it’s not Sven. 

Step forward Jack Warner of Trinidad — 
FIFA Vice President and head of the American 
CONCACAF branch of the world game. 

And guess what — he’s having a go at 
England's bid for the 2018 World Cup. 

Why not wreck the dreams of millions of 
sports fans in the UK Jack — and those players 
and supporters who would love to experience 
some of the venues they dreamt about when 
getting a passion for the game such as Anfield, 
Old Trafford and Wembley. 

“Nobody in Europe likes England” he said. 
“England is an irritant,” he added. 

“England invented the sport but has never 
made any impact on world football.” 

Jack — 1966 mean anything to you? 

A couple of years ago which two teams 


played for the biggest prize in club football? 
Oh yes, Manchester United and Chelsea. 
Where do you think they come from? 

Accusing the bid leadership of being “light- 
weight” and unknown in international football 
circles, he said England was failing to make the 
most of its advantages and falling behind rival 
bids from Spain and Portugal and Russia. 

Luckily he’s on hand with advice: “I would 
have been more aggressive in the market place. 
If I had the Premier League, Beckham and the 
Queen, there would have been many things I 
could have done for the people who are voting. 

“I would have made them next-door neigh- 
bours to make them the first name on people’s 
lips. You have no divine right to anything — you 
have to earn it.” 

And the trouble is he has some power — he 
has a number of votes for his member nations 
and can cast them how he sees fit. But let’s 
take a look at the man himself and his career.

Even FIFA’s auditors Ernst 
and Young estimated his family made a profit of 
at least £500,000 from reselling 2006 World Cup 
tickets he had ordered. A fine was apparently 
imposed but only about half has been paid back. 

When Trinidad and Tobago played a match 
against Scotland he didn’t think the islands’ FA 
should have the appearance cheque made out to 
them. He said it should be made out to him. 
Luckily the canny Scots saw through this and 
refused but the cheek of it is astonishing. 

Then there is the issue of non-payment of 
correct bonuses to his national team players, 
an issue on which former West Ham goalkeep- 
er Shaka Hislop — then president of the 
islands’ players association — called him “heav- 
ily biased and opinionated”. 

I could go on — but I won't. 

I think you get my point.

BEING a professional chef is the one 
job in the world I know I would com- 
pletely fail at. 

Not only because my cooking reper- 
toire consists solely of macaroni 
cheese, but the thought of effing and 
blinding my way around a hot, sweaty 
kitchen with knives and other life- 
threatening equipment floating about 
fills me with dread. That was until I 
saw Masterchef: The Professionals.

It’s HIP to be uptront 


A RECENT survey claims the 
majority of consumers are satisfied 
with the delivery of their Home 


Information Packs. 

The Ipsos MORI survey, commissioned by 
the Association of Home Information Pack 
Providers revealed that six out of seven of 
those surveyed say the need to obtain a HIP 
did not influence their decision about whether 
or not to sell their home.

lights and ESP (electronic stability control) as 
on the sporty vRS. 

On top of this and a recent facelift, you also 
get an impressive VW Golf-derived mix of taut 
handling with decent ride. However, if you 
take the L&K luxury route, you have less 
choice of powertrain: there is a turbocharged 
160bhp 1.8-litre petrol engine as tested here or 
a 140bhp 2.0-litre diesel. 

It is a tough call. The petrol engine is an 
excellent all-rounder, with good pulling power 
across a wide rev range and a 0-62mph time of 
less than eight seconds, yet sensible driving 
should mean an average of around 40mpg. 

The diesel also has plenty of punch and will 
do the sprint in 9.6 seconds while averaging at 
least 10mpg better. But does the diesel have 
the necessary refinement for the most luxuri- 
ous Octavia, especially when it costs around 
£1,500 extra? I can save you another £900 or 
so too by not opting for the twin-clutch DSG 
auto "box tested here. 

Normally a fan of this piece of VW kit with 
its seamless auto mode and tidy manual selec- 
tion, it does not partner the 1.8 Turbo so well, 
leading to some untidiness when pulling away 
on loose or wet surfaces.
